The Israeli state has existed "and expanded since 1943 
because of the work of people like Golda Meir. The state Has' 
taken more Arab land and expelled-more Palestinians and in 
turn has increasingly fostered' a more dynamic and more 
determined nationalism among all Palestinians, whether inside 
or outside of Palestine. 

The protests on the West Bank are part of this reality, as 
are the daily charges by helmeted, shield-carrying machine- 
gun-laden Israeli army soldiers against rag-tag groups of Arab 
teenagers whose only weapon is the determination of their 
nationalistic aspirations.
